NEW DEPARTMENT READS TONIGHT 


Tonight it is probable that the city’ the city’ council will reappoint th 
heads for the various municipal departments, with the possible ex- 
ception of chief of police and one other. It is understood that in 
the matter of the police department the council has in mind What is 
generally conceded by the public, and that is the department should 
have a general overhauling and renovation and that in order to ac- 
complish this end a new head should take the reins with the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year on July 1st. 

For the kind of police protection the people of Richmond are 
getting this department of the city government is costing entirely 
too much money. It was shown in ‘the investigation held by the 
council some months ago when Eigenman Was ousted from the po- 
lice force by Chief Walker that the organisation was in a deplorable 
condition so far as efficiency and discipline was concerned. Every 
man was jealous of every other man on the force and a general 
system of espoinage of one another existed. This must be ad- 
mitted as a fact, for the reason that it was testified to by the 
policeman themselves, under oath. And today. conditions are not 


any better than they were at that time, according to members of 


the council and others not. connected with the city government, but 
who are in a position to know what they are talking about.
